Slavery of Farmers' Wives. 


No single newspaper article of the 


present decade created a profounder sen - 
ation tnan the Chicago Times editoria 
on the slavery of farmers' wives. It en- 
forced thought and inquiry, and thus 
awakened the public mind to an enormi- 
ty that hitherto has excited but little at- 
tention. It is not urged that all farmers' 
wives are drudges. Many of them per- 
form no more work than is essentral to 
vigorous health. But thousands and tens 
of thousands of them are worked into 
their graves. These are tba women who 
build the fires, cook three times a day 
for a force ot men, feed and milk the 
oows, do the wadhing and ironing for a 
dozen persons, make the butter and 
cheese, do marketing, put up the fruits, 
cultivate the kitchen garden—the women 
who commence their round of toil by 
starlight in the morning, an hour or more 
before the stronger men are out of bei—- 
and end it near midnight, hours after the 
same strong men go to bed and sleep. 
The f&rnier, working hard himself, and 
hearing but tew complaints from his toil- 
ing wif/B—doing his work and seeing 
that hers is done, asks no questions; and 
no doubt feels that while his wife can get 
through with her work, it would be a 
needless expenditure of means to hire a 
servant to help her. When at the age 
of 40, Irom hwrd work and child-beanng, 
she takes on the appearance of a woman 
of 60, he concludes that she "didn't have 
& strong constitution," 
and that she

In every direction 
was a mass of green foliage, intermingled 
with golden fjruit and rave shrubbery—a 
sort of eaithly paradise on an Illinois 
prairie. Said he, as he pointed out oue 
object ot interest after another. "When 
1 Drought thej first apple seed (o this 
place to plant, people laughed at the 
idea of raising mat on the pn.ine; yet I 
had faith to believe that it could be-done, 
and after years of trial and some disap 
pomtments, yjou sec the nesult. I have a 
large bearingjorchard, winch each year h 
yielding me aj handsome income, and will 
to the end of my life." 


The same croaking, to which Mr. Whit 


ney paid no attention, was early practiced 
in Iowa. But how is it there now? A 
recent report of the secretary of the Ag- 
ricultural Society gives the lollowmg in 
formation on Ibis subject: 


"Almost every variety of fruit is pro- 


duced in abundance. In apples, Iowa so 
fully supplies! its home eteniiinde, that 
the best of fruit has been a drug in the 
market, sellin.j in some towns as le>w as 
ten cents per bushel. In 187(3 there were 
2.440.934 beating apple trees, yielding 
1,2:31,037 bushels. Of bearing pear trees!, 
there are 30,5(17 yielding JO,U(il bushels. 
Of cherries, p urns and other fruits,there 
aie about 7,00).

The statistical report of Minnesota is 


published for p.875, shows 3,742,479 ap- 
ple trees growling in orchards, with 114,- 
2o4 in bearing, on which was laised 3(5,- 
085 bushels. Of this amount, si.\ coun- 
ties viz; Wmoha, LlennepiD, Washington, 
Dakota, Olmsted and Fi|llmorc, raised 
19,233 bushels)—moie th an .one-half raised 
m the entire State, not that they were 
more favorably situated than the others, 
but because more attention was paid to 
fruit gre>wing. From the alcove ex hi bit,— 
which is officif.l, having betcn taken from 
tac returns of hediffeient lown assessors, 
so piovided by law,—it wil|lbe seen how 
fast the noithwest is becoming fruit grow- 
ing States. 


Coming to oiur ever famojus Red Kiver 


Valley, which can scarcely! be consider- 
ed to have yet put on lits swadling 
clothes, we fimilhat apples) were raised 
the past season in the vicinity of Grand 
Forks. Mr. Sullivan, living about one 
mile east of the Forks, on the Fisher's 
Landing road, |(in Polk County, Minn.) 
Mrs. Lina Limblum anel Mr. Andrew 
Kemble, in the same neighborhood have 
orchards in bearing from wljiich I picked 
apples tbe past season, ate sprue and car- 
ried some away. About a mile east from 
the neighborhood mentioned I under- 
stand—though I did not see—Mr. Hunt 
and others also raised apples the past 
season. I have also been Informed that 
Mr. Ileeves at the South end of Grand 
Forks village laised apples t he past sea- 
son. Need we wonder at this, when it is 
stated, that at Winnipeg and Manitoba, 
about one hundred and fifty miles north 
ef Grand Forks, apples have been raised 
m instances quite successfully. 


The questioik, therefore, as to our abil- 


ity to raise apples in the Red River Val- 
ley, being settled by practical tests, it 
only remains for farmers, .and others, to 
benefit by the experience ana example ot 
the early pioneers.

A Water Filter- 


Pure water is of great importance to 


the human family, and where advantag- 
es of good springs are not at hand, and 
the water is impure, the following cheap 
plan of making a filter, copied from a, 
communication in the Canada FAKMEH, 
may be of service: 


Rain water is much healthi ir than hard 


water as a beverage, and th«i following 
will be found an easy and ch ;ap way to 
tit it for drinking purposes: Have an oak 
tub made, holding from half to a barrel, 
according to th 3 amount needed in the 
family • let it stind on end w ith a faucet 
ntar the bottoi i—or I preJ er a hole 
through the bot torn near the front side, 
with a tube in i|t, which prevents the* wa- 
ter from rottingj the outside oft* the tub.

mand, and a market for cheese would 
spring up at the very door of the factory 
which would be war,iii much more to the 
dairymen who pursue this branch of the 
dairy business, than auv foreign market 
that is likely to be found.

A. 8TRANGP PLANT. 


A curious plant has bt en discovered 


In Wisconsin which |prodi ces a kind of 
ootton and flax from 'tlie siune stalk. It 
has already b«en woven into fabrics, 
and, as any article that will make as 
good cloth as can be made from this 
plant will make good paper, it has been 
called the paper plant. It can be planted 
in the spring, and cut ia the fall and 
winter. It bleaches itself white as it 
stands, and it will yield three or four 
tons to the acr«. From a single root 
that was transplanted las; spring grew 
twenty large stalks, with ^65 pods con- 
taining the cotton, at leant sixty seeds 
in each. From this root ^rere obtained 
seven ounces of pore cottl m. and over a 
pound of flax. It is a very, heavy plant,

THE DELICIOUS BLUB POIKT. 


The history of one of these oyster* 


runs somewhat thus : He is born by 
the hatching of an egg which has. es- 
caped from the mother oyster's gills and 
which drifts nntil hatched. The infant 
oyster, happily escaping the ten thous- 
and dangers to which he is exposed, 
finds lodgmenj upon some hard surface 
beneath the water and attaches himself 
by gluing his almost invisibly small 
shell to the object — stone, stick, shell 
or other oyster — that has been sufficient- 
ly free from slime to catch him.
